Health of North Haln Street. 

It has been whispered within the 
last few months that North Main 
street, north of the rock brid 
was unhealthy. A low soft wl 
per at first but grew louder as it 
was wafted to the breeze. 

Nothing is more absurd. I km 
that during 12 to 15 years there 
was but one case of typhoid fever on 
the street, a little girl who recov 
ered and during that time only four 
deaths, one of old age, two children 
and one case of consumption. Dur- 
ing this period of 14 years there 
lived not less than 20 families and 
not less than LOO persons. I can 
further say and will be corroborated 
by the physicians of the city that 
there is and has been less sickness 
on North Main street than in any 
other location in the city of the 
same number of inhabitants. 

I may add that no better, law 
abiding neighborly people can be 
found anywhere and they are no- 
ted for their attention to each other 
and those elsewhere in the city 
when needed. It is the healthiest 
and most pleasant place to reside 
to be found in the city. 



The City Council held an ad 
journed meeting Monday night and 
refused to grant an electric light 
francise to the Hopkinsville Gas 
Company, which desired to put in 
a bid tor supplying the city with 
60 electric lights. 

The Hopkinsville Electric Light 
Company now has the contract for 
40 lights at $92 each. The Ga 
company asked to be allowed to bid 
on the new contract and a sale of 
franchise was ordered and bought 
at $3 by the Gas company; upon the 
acceptance of this report, the coun- 
cil by a vote of 6 to 1 refused tc 
sanction the sale and grant the 
franchise. 

It was claimed that it would 
ate a monopoly to let the Gas C

tract, as the Electric Light Co. 
would be forced out of business and 
the people would be left without the 
advantages of competition in pri- 
vate lighting. This, coupled with 
the fact that the Electric Light Co. 
offered to renew their contract at 
$82, a saving of $600 on 60 lights, 
induced the Council to refuse the 
Gas Company the right to bid on the 
public lighting. 

Mr. W. T. Tandy, of the Gas Co., 
made the follwing statement 
representative of the Kextu 
"The Gas company claim: 
they were done an injustice 
being allowed to bid upon the street 
lighting, as is the universal custom 
in other cities. As to any supposed 
excessive charges, they agree 
their franchise to be limited to $80 
per light, while the present charge 
is $92. They say that by the intro- 
duction of gas engine, to run their 
dynamos and the latest electrical 
apparatus, they could afford to fur- 
nish the lights "for less than the $80. 
Vs to any supposed monopoly, they 
insist that there could be nogreater 
monopoly extended to the Electric 
Light Company than to debar any 
nterference with their city contract 
by refusing to admit competitior 
and as to running them out of busi 
ness the Gas Company claims that 
the Electric Light Company could 
continue iu business as they them- 
selves have done for the past five 
years, since losing the city lightin; 
and as Electric LightingCompanie 
do in many places where a competi 
five company may have the cit 
contract." 

The council devoted a good dea 
of time to the matter, as the contest 
was w aged with vigor by both com- 
panies. On the final vote Dr. Bent- 
lev was the member who voted in 
the minority.

Much is still being said of the 
new fashionable buffs that are 
now causing such a boom in fan- 
cy, but there are none more pop- 
' ular than the Buff Rocks. The 
reason is not far u> seek. As 
layers we know of no other breed 
of fowls that can equal them in 
this respect, while pitted against 
the barred ones it has been said 
that the buffs are far superior 
as layers, while the eggs are 
large and colored, and as a table 
fowl the Buff Rock again holds 
its own, cockerels and pullets be- 
ing ready at from twelve to fif- 
teen weeks. The pullets, as a 
rule commence laying at four 
months old, and I know of one 
farmer who reared two settings 
of Buff Rocks last year. These 
chickens were hatched in Febru- 
ary and March and the pullets 
commenced laying in June, and 
have continued, without interup- 
tion until the present time, nine 
pullets averaging six eggs per 
day. So much for their laying 
qualities. 

"As exhibition fowls they have 
improved wonderfully. At the 
time of their introduction, about 
the year 1892 or 1893, many of 
the knowing ones claimed that 
they would never become popu- 
lar and would soon die out, but 
they have been sorely disap- 
pointed, as they have now gained 
a hold on public favor, and have 
besides been already admitted to 
the Standard. We must admit 
that when we were first intro- 
duced to the Buff Rocks, the im 
pression we had about them was 
anything but favorable, for at 
that time they had every appear- 
ance of a "farmyard mongrel," 
but then they did not have the 
beautiful even shade of buff we 
see at the present time. 

"To-day birds can be found a 
:lear buff throughout; including 
;very flight and tail feather, and 
n another season we shall ex- 
pect to find them equal to the 
best Buff Cochins of the present 
day. There is not the slightest 
doubt that the English fancier 
owes a great measure of this im- 
provement and success to the 
Americans, for the best Buff 
Rocks that have ever graced the 
English show pens have been 
those that have crossed the pond. 
Like many other varieties, the 
Buff Rock has its drawbacks, for 
we know that there is no color 
so sensitive to the 'power of the 
sun's rays as the buff, whether 
it be Cochin, Rock or Wyandotte, 
and for this reason, to achieve 
success in the exhibition pen, the 
Buff Rock must be shaded from 
the sun. This is absolutely nec- 
essary. In breeding Buff Rocks 
the best results would be obtain- 
ed from males and females of the 
standard color, although good 
exhibition specimens have been 
produced from a dark orange 
buff cock and lemon buff hen, 
and also from a standard colored 
cock and dark cinnamon hen, 
with good results. Great care 
should be taken, to see that both 
male and female are free from 
white in tail and flights (the less 
black the better) and both free 
from ticked hackles. Buffs are 
certainly easier to breed true to 
color than the barred variety, 
especially so when judiciously 
mated, and it must be remember- 
ed that to produce perfection in 
color, it is wise to in breed as 
much as possible , though not to 
carry this too far, but if y->u can 
strike the happy "medium," sue- j 
cess will undoubtedly crown 
your efforts." — English Ex- 
change.

Evansville, Ind., July 10.— The 
"Kissing bug," the Melanolestes 
Picipes of the entomologists, has 
reached Evansville. The first 
victim was Mrs. Edward McGee. of 
113 Walnut street. She was sit- 
ting by a lamp Sunday evening 
w hen she felt a sudden sting on her 
upper lip. The pain was not so se- 
vere as the sting of a bee, and in- 
stantly recognizing the cause of the 
trouble she captured the insect and 
taking off the lamp chimney 
imprisoned the bug. It was taken 
to a drug store, where it was recog- 
nized as the kissing bug. It is 
nearly related to the common bed 
bug, the larvae of melanolestes 
bearing an almost exact resem- 
blance to the bedbug. The kissing 
bug bites any part of the body with 
which it comes in contact, but it is 
only the upper lip that swells and 
es the intense pain that is com- 
plained of by the victims. 

Melanolestes is about half an 
nch long, of a dark brown color, 
ind has a sharp beak, with which 
he bite is inflicted. It is an insect 
eater, and bites the human subject 
accidental contact.
